Should have the knowledge of the law, and teach 1t their children : 
6 That they might have the better hope in God that 1s above, 


And not forget to keep his laws and his commands in love: 
7 Not being as their fathers, who rebelled in God's fight, 

And would not frame their wicked hearts to know their God aright. 
8 How went the ſons of Ephraim their neighbours for to ſpoil, 

Shooting their darts in day of war, and yet receiv'd the foil? 


9 For why? they did not keep with God the cov'nant that was made, 
Nor yet would walk or lead their lives 5 as he ſaid; 


10 But put into oblivion his counſel and his will, 
And all his works magnificent, which he declared ſtill. 
The Second Part. 
11 What wonders to our forefathers did he himſelf diſcloſe, 
In Egypt's land within the field that call'd is Thaneos! 
12 He did divide and part the ſea, through which he made a way 
For them to paſs, and on a heap the waters made to ſtay : 
' 13 He led them ſecret in a cloud by day, when it was bright, 
And in the night when it was dark with fire he gave them light ; 
14 He clave the rocks in wilderneſs, and gave the people drink 
As plentiful as when the deeps do flow up to the brink: 


35 He drew forth rivers out of rocks that were both dry and hard, 
In ſuch abundance that no floods to them might be compar d. 


PSALM IXXVIn. 


16 Vet for all this, againſt the Lord their ſin they did increaſe, 
And did provoke the moſt Higheſt to wrath in wilderneſs: 
17 And in their hearts they tempted God like people of miſtruſt, 


Requiring ſuch a kind of meat as ſerved to their luſt : 
18 Yea, they againft him ſpake, and thus their boldneſs did expreſs ; 
Can God 1 a table in this barren wilderneſs? 
19 Behold, he ſmote the ſtony rock, and floods forwith did flow; 
But can he now give to his folk both bread and fleſh alfo ! 
20 When God heard this he waxed wroth, with Jacob and his ſeed, 
His indignation alſo did gainſt Iſrael proceed.

21 Becauſe they did not faithfully belteve and hope that he 


Could always help and ſuccour them in their neceſlity ; 
22 Wherefore he did command the clouds, forthwith they brake in ſunder, 


And rain'd down manna for to eat, a food of mighty wonder ; 
23 When earthly men with angels food did plentifully feaſt ; 
He made the eaſt wind blow away, and brought in the ſouth-weſt : 


24 He rain'd down fleſh as thick as duſt, and fowls as thick as ſand :

Yet more and more they did defire to ſerve their luſts and wills; 
26 But as the meat was in their mouths, his wrath upon them fell,

For all the wonders that he wrought, they would not him believe: 

28 Their days he therefore ſhorten'd, and did make their honour vain ;

29 But ever when he plagued them they ſought him ſpeedily, 
Rememb'ring that he was their ſtrength, their help, and God moſt high : 

30 Tho' with their mouths they nothing did but flatter with the Lord,

Deliver'd them out of the hand of the fierce enemy . 
Nor how he wrought his miracles (as they themſelves beheld) 
In Egypt, and the wonders that he did in Zoan field: 
39 Nor how he turned by. his pow'r their waters into blood; 


That no man might receive his drink at river or at flood ;

30 But Phinehas ſtood up with zeal the ſinners vile to ſlay; 
And judgment he did execute, and then the plague did ſtay.

31 It was imputed unto him | for righteouſneſs that day, 
And from thenceforth ſo counted is from race to race alway. 
32 At waters called Meribah they did him angry make ;

His lips ſpake unadviſedly, his fervour was fo great. 


34 Nor as the Lord commanded them, did they the people lay ;

42 Full oftentimes from thrall had he deliver'd them before :

LMIGHTY God and moſt merciful 


Father, we do not preſent ourſelves 
here before thy Majeſty, truſting in our 
own merits or worthineſs, but in thy 
manifold mercies, which haſt promiſed 
to hear our prayers, and grant our re- 

ueſts which we ſhall make to thee in 


the Name of thy beloved Son Jeſus 


Chriſt our Lord, who alſo hath com- 
manded us to aſſemble ourſelves toge- 
ther in his Name, with full aſſurance 
that he will not only be amongſt us, but 
alſo be our Mediator and Advocate to- 
wards thy Majeſty, that we may obtain 
all things which ſhall ſeem expedient 
to thy bleſſed will for our neceſſities. 
Therefore we beſeech thee, moſt merci- 
ful Father, to turn thy loving counte- 
nance towards us, and impute not unto 
us our manifold fins and offences, where- 
by we juſtly deferve thy wrath and 
ſharp puniſhment : but rather receive us 
to thy mercy, for Jeſus Chriſt's ſake, ac- 
cepting his death and paſſion as a juſt re- 
compence for all our offences, in whom 
thou art well pleaſed, and through 
whom thou canſt not be offended with 
us. And ſeeing that of thy great mer- 
cies we have quietly paſſed this night, 
grant, (O heavenly Father) that we 


may beſtow this day wholly in thy ſer- 


vice; ſo that all our thoughts, words, 
and deeds, may redound to the glory of 
thy great Name, and good example to all 
men, who ſeeing our good works may 
prority thee our heavenly Father. And 


oraſmuch as of thy mere favour and 


love thou haſt not only created us to 
thine own fimilitude and likeneſs, but 
alſo haft choſen us to be heirs with thy 
dear Son Jeſus Chrift of that immortal 
kingdom which thou prepareft for us 
from the beginning of the world; we 


beſeech thee to increaſe our faith and 


knowledge, and to lighten our hearts 
with thy Holy Spirit, that we may in 
the mean time live in godly converſa- 
tion and integrity of life, knowing that 
idolaters, adulterers, covetous men, 
contentious perſons, drunkards, glut- 
tons, and ſuch like, ſhall not inherit the 
kingdom of God. 

And becauſe thou haſt commanded 
us to pray one for another, we do not 
only make a requeſt, O Lord, for our- 
ſelves, and for them that thou haſt al- 
ready called to the true underſtanding 
of thy heavenly will, but for all people 
and nations of the world; who as they 
know by thy wonderful works that thou 
art God over all, fo they may be in-

ſtructed by the Holy Spirit to believe in 
thee their only Saviour and Redeemer. 
But foraſmuch as they cannot believe 
except they hear, and cannot hear but 
by preaching, and none can preach ex- 
cept they be ſent ; therefore, O Lord, 
raiſe up faithful diſtributers of thy my- 
ſteries, who ſetting apart all worldly 
reſpects, may both in their life and doc- 
trine only ſeek thy glory. Contrarily, 
contound Satan and Antichriſt, with all 
hirelings, whom thou haſt already caſt 
oft into a reprobate ſenſe, that they may 
not by ſects, ſchiſms, hereſies, and crrors, 
diſquiet thy little flock. And becauſe, O 
Lord, we be fallen into the latter days 
and dangerous times, wherein ignorance 
hath gotten the upper hand, and Satan 
by his miniſters ſeeketh by all means to 
uench the light of thy Goſpel ; we be- 
eech thee to maintain thy cauſe againſt 
thoſe ravening wolves, and ſtrengthen 
all thy ſervants, whom they keep in pri- 
ſon and bondage. Let not thy long-tuf- 
fering be an occaſion either to increaſe 
their tyranny, or to diſcourage thy 
children; neither yet let our fins and 
wickedneſs be an hindrance to thy mer- 
cies, but with ſpeed, O Lord, conſider 
theſe great miſeries. For thy people Iſ- 
rael many times by their {ins provoked 
thine anger, and thou puniſhedſt them 
by thy juſt judgment : yet thongh their 
fins were never ſo grievous, if they once 
returned from their iniquity, thou re- 
ceĩvedſt them to mercy. We therefore, 
moſt wretched ſinners, bewail our mani- 
fold fins, and earneſtly repent us of our 
former wickedneſs and ungodly beha- 
viour towards thee: and whereas we 
cannot of ourſelves purchaſe thy par- 
don, yet we humbly beſeech thee for 
Jeſus Chriſt's ſake, to ſhew thy mercies 
upon us, and receive us again to thy fa- 
vour. Grant us, dear Father, theſe 
our requeſts, and all other things neceſ- 
ſary for us and thy whole Church, ac- 
cording to thy promiſe in Chriſt Jeſus 
our Lord: in whoſe Name we betleech 
thee, as he hath taught us, ſaying, Our 
Father which art in heaven, &c.

ſeeching thee not to call to remembrance 
our manifold fins and wickedneſs, 
whereby we continually provoke thy 
wrath and indignation againſt us, nei- 
ther our negligence and unkindneſs, 
which have neither worthily eſteemed, 
nor in our lives ſufficiently expreſſed the 
ſweet comfort of thy Goſpel revealed 
unto us; but rather to accept the obe- 
dience and death of thy Son Jeſus Chriſt, 
who by offering up his body in ſacrifice 
once for all, hath made a ſufficient re- 
compence for all our fins. Have mercy 
therefore upon us, O Lord, and forgive 
us our offences. Teach us by thy Holy 
Spirit that we may rightly weigh them, 
and earneſtly repent for the ſame. And 
fo much the rather, O Lord, becaufe 
that the reprobate, and ſuch as thou 
baſt forſaken, cannot praiſe thee, nor 
call upon thy Name : but the repenting 
heart, and ſorrowful mind, the conſci- 
ence oppreſſed, hungering and thirſtin 

for thy grace, ſhall ever ſet forth thy 


praiſe and glory. And albeit we be but 
worms and duſt, yet thou art our Crea- 
tor, and we be the work of thine hands ; 
yea, thou art our Father, and we thy 
children; thou artour Shepherd, and we 
thy flock ; thou art our Redeemer, and 
we the people whom thou haſt bought ;
